WASHINGTON, 
June 
1.—Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt asked today that 
congress impose “no restrictions” 
oxer the administration of relief 
funds proxided in the $3,247,000,000 
sp< riding-lending bill. 
In a letter to Senator Adams <D- 
Colo ). 
floor manager for the re­ 
bel measure, Mr. 
Roosevelt 
as­ 
serted that the unemployment sit­ 
uation has “grown worse” since he 
sent his relief message to congress 
six weeks ago. 
"Emergency employment, 
there­ 
fore, should come right away in­ 
stead of being deferred,” the Pres­ 
ident said, adding: 
•It is the gap existing now that 
we want to fill. Therefore, I greatly 
hope that the emergency appro­ 
priation bill in its final form will 
put no restrictions on the immed­ 
iate starting of work projects, and 
that it will make possible the selec­ 
tion of thuse projects which can 
be got under way most speedily.”
